VERYBODY is feeling so virtuously patriotic just now with Lincoln'* 
Birthday Just gone and Washington's Just to come, that I am won- 
dering how housekeepers ax housekeepers can be patriotic. 
OI 


course, we can give Lincoln dinners and George Washington parties 


and have a lot of flags and miniature cannons aad hatchets stuck around. 
But that isn't being patriotic; It la simply having a good time. We can 
even talk solemnly at the dinner or before the cards begin about patriotism 
and all that our forbears did to Insure •am liberty and all that, but prob- 
ably we are thinking all the time of the prizes and hoping devoutlr that 
•we'll win the lovely cut glass bowl that is to be awarded. Now I wonder 
If outside of the social affairs a woman in her province as a housekeeper 
cannot In some way be specially and really patriotic. 


I don't think patriotism—real patriotism of today—la & matter of 


cheering and waving flags and talking about what the patriots did in 
the past, and how we ought to emulate them. There aren't wars now and 
treason of the military sort. But there is treason when we sell out the 
principles of the government for graft, and when we take blocks of stock 
•In trusts lor putting through legislation favorable to those trusts. To me 
this is a worse treason than Arnold's.

Bow-—to make this country stand for certain ideals, really stand for them 
not merely shout for them, and to make it the best country to live In in 
the world. ^Women cannot affect legislation much, but they can affect 
the housekeeping end of governmental affairs, and housekeeping is an 
Important part of life in government ea well as In the home. The house- 
keeper can insist upon purs milk and pure food by being careful not to 
fcuy any kind that isn't If streets are not cleaned properly, nor garbage 
/collected, she can raise such a rumpus by getting together In clubs that 
ifor peace sake, if no other, the men in charge will see that this work 
'in attended to as It should be. She could. If she would, prevent much of 
(tte atrocious advertising that disfigures landscapes and city streets. She 
Is already doing something to stop the noises that detract so much from 
jth* comfort of life. There is a lot housekeepers can do to make life more 
liveable for the community at large. And to do this seems to me to be 
batrlotio In its truest sense nowadays. Aad this sort of patriotism Is needed 
5nirt as much today as was the patriotism of the past that carried women 
to bfcttleflelds ta nurses or inspired them to give their all for the coun- 
try's needs.'" It isn't quite eo painful either. I would much rather have 
ft fight on with a garbage collector, for I think I would come out of It 
pound and whole, than a scrimmage with some other country from which
